W ashington, Oct. 3. — After a (lay 
filled with strong 
hopes, alternating 
w ith the gravest fears of almost im­ 
mediate dissolution, Postm aster Gener­ 
al Payne’s condition lute last night 
was declared b y his physicians to b e 
decidedly more encouraging, b ut they 
are unwilling to hazard an opinion as 
to the future. 
In the early hours his 
heart action b ecame decidedly weaker 
with resultant feeb leness of pulse and 
unconsciousness. At tim es he suffered 
intense pain and once or twice he cried 
out at his agony. 
These parox ysms 
were followed b y periods of ex haus­ 
tion with b i*ief intervals of compara­ 
tive freedom from pain, b ut the heart 
action continued to give the physicians 
the greatest concern. 
Several times 
during the day the pulse b ecame so 
feeb le that it seemed it must cease 
altogether, and at one tim e the physi­ 
cians said the postm aster general was 
as near death as few ever get and 
survive the day. 
At 2 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon that the doctors ful­ 
ly b elieved that the end was at hand 
and the family, who were at dinner, 
were summoned. By Mrs. Payne’s di­ 
rection Rev. Dr. Cotton Smith, the 
rector of St. John’s Episcopal church, 
where the family worship, was sent 
for and on his arrival those at the 
stricken m an’s b edside joined in pray­ 
er. But again his marvelous recupera­ 
tive powers asserted themselves 
and 
won another victory. 


A C h a n ge for th e R etter, 
Slowly b ut veryperceptib ly a change 
for the b etter took place and at 4:30 
o’clock a more hopeful b ulletin was is­ 
sued. This was followed at 6:45 o’clock 
b y far the b est news of the day. Miss 
Jones, a niece of Mrs. Payne, came 
from the sick room and with b eaming 
face told of a wonderful change for 
the b etter. 
Some time b efore that 
hour, she said, the postm aster gener 
al had regained complete conscious­ 
ness; had recognized ’chose al*out him 
and seemed almost like himself again. 
He had even asked for food and milk, 
and when the latter was b rought he 
drank from a glass he himself held. 
One of the physicians said the im­ 
provement was almost miraculous. 


M oan* in S leep . 
At 12:30 o’clock last night Dr. Ma- 
gruder said that the improvement in 
Postm aster General P ayne’s heart ac­ 
tion continued and that his general 
condition is b etter. 
Though he slept 
peacefully b etween 8 and 11 o’clock 
in the evening he later grew somewhat 
restless and moaned repeatedly as if 
his sleep troub led him. At 2 a. w. Dr. 
M agruder left the sick room for his 
home, leaving Dr. G rayson in charge 
I)r. M agruder’s report at that hour 
was that Payne’s improvement 
con­ 
tinued and that if this rate of Improve­ 
ment continued during the night the 
b ulletin in the morning would doub t 
less b e gratifying. 
H e said that the 
postm aster general w as retaining his 
nourishment and had had no sinking 
spells during the evening 
when he 
a woke from his sleep, which was nec­ 
essarily fitful, lie was ab le to recog­ 
nize those ab out him. 
D r M agruder 
added that Payne’s heart action con­ 
tinued good.
